PART III REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1. This application has been examined. Claims 1-13 are being allowed over the prior 
art of record. Prosecution on the merits is closed in this application. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record teaches different ways for the printer to communicate with 
external devices.. However the prior art of record fails to teach, or suggest the claimed 
limitations of (in combination with all other features in the claims), a method, system or 
computer program system having an inputting step for inputting a print instruction for 
printing the configuration information of the network interface device according to a user 
operation; an acquisition step for acquiring, through an interface different from the 
network interface device, the configuration information representing a 
configuration of the network interface device from the print control device that 
has acquired the configuration information when the print instruction is input; a 
generating step for generating print data representing the configuration of the 
network interface device based on the configuration information acquired in the 
acquisition step, and a printing step, performed by the print control device, for printing 
the print data generated in the generating step. Other independent claims have similar 
features.
